The American position is really 
that of the smaller nations of the 
world; and with their support and 
our financial power it would be, 
possitie to bring the big Euro- 
pean nations into an agreement to

The language plainly 
gives the Senate veto power over 
the Council's right to ask such ad- 
visory opinions; and it is already 
evident that several nations are 
ready to reject any such conces- 
sion.

Committee Compiles Names of Likely Contributors 
to Stillman Art Collection Purchase 


Immediate compilation of Usts of names of prospective contrib- 
utors to the fund of $850,000 for the proposed purchase in Los An- 
geles of the Dr. Stillwell art collection in New York was decided upon 
by the citizens’ art conimittee at a meeting of that body at the Bilt- 
more yesterday. re Yin installments of $80,000 a year 


The members of the committee 
agreed to make up these lists and 
when this work is completed, an- 
other meeting will be called to lay 
definite plans for carrying on the 
campaign to raise the money. 

Aside from the committée mem- 
bers present, yesterday's meeting 
was attended by representatives 


of various organizations and of 
some of the schools of the city, 
who were informed as to the com- 
mittee’s aims in the purchase of 
this art collection. 

The principal talk was made by 
Samuel Starrow, local educator, 
who sketched briefly the plan to 
purchase the Stillwell collection 
with funds raised by popular sub- 
scription. 

“The collection includes 130 can- 
vasses by old masters, as well as 
many antiques, wood carvings, 
bronzes, textiles and ceramics,” said 
Mr. Starrow. 

“There are only one or two oth- 
er art collections of equal distinc- 
tion in this country, but the Still- 
well collection is the only one that 
can ever be purchased. The idea 
of the committee is te purchase 
the collection with a view to plac- 
ing it in a Los Angeles museum.” 

It was brought out during the 
Giscuesion that Dr. Stillwell has 
agreed to accept the purchase sum, 


which is less by $400,000 than the 
appraised value of the collection, 


for fourteen years, which Includes 
interest. By the payment the fit- 
teenth year of $110,000, title to the 
collection will pass to Los Angeles. 
The initial amount hecessary to 
get the collection here is $130,- 
000, which includes the first year's 
installment, insurance, taxes and 
transportation. 
. Mr. Starrow stressed the point 
that before the committee asks 
for any contribution to the fund, 
it desires to make clear that the 
sole object of the purchase of this 
art collection is educational. 
This was further emphasized by 
other speakers, among them Mrs. 
Franz Foss, who observed that ef- 
forts are being made in the Los 
Angeles schools to conduct courses 
in art appreciation without any art 
in the city to appreciate.

Udvises City Fight: Scheme 


to Last Ditch 


Carriers Should Yield to 
People’s Mandate

Marshall Stimson, former presi- 
dent of the City Club, attorney and 
leading civic worker in Los Angeles, 
in the following article declares that 
the railroads’ plan providing for 
miles of ““L" structures as a substi- 
tule for the Plaza umon depot or- 
dered by the Railroad Commission 
and approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is “some- 
thing that the people of this city 
should fight to the last ditch.” After 
showing the inadequacy of the 
Main-street station of the Pacific 
Electric, which would handle 50,- 
000 passengers a day under the rail- 
reads’ plan, and the inadequacy of 
the Arcade depot, Mr. Stimson rec- 

ommends that the railroads cease 


position to the people's commissions 


and to public sentiment in favor of 
the Plaza union depot. 

The reasons for opposing the 
raliroad pian are many. First, 
bringing an elevated system into 
Los Angeles ie something the peo- 
og this city should fight to the 

ditch. It is rufmous to the 
sGrrounding property and no city 
hes found it satisfactory. Second, 
the statement of the railroads that 
they are in the best position to 
judge as to what is for the best 
interests of the public, and that 
their experts are the best ones to 
féliow is not borne out by prac- 
theal experience. Take the new 
Pacific Electric station on Hill 
street. It is very poorly planned. 
Tt is a long walk down three rath- 
er steep grades to arrive at a nar- 
row platform, and the crossing of 
the outgoing and incoming tracks. 
and the necessity for bringing in 
empty trains means long delays on 
the platform. This station will 
never be able to handie with any 
dispatch and comfort large num- 
bers of passengers. 


The statement vf Mr. 


that the Main-street station will be 
goed for years to come sounds ri- 
diculous to anyone who has to use 
it during the rush hours or on holl- 
Gays at the present time. n 
just stop and consider what e 
condition will be if the ratiroad’s 
promise is kept. namely, that the 
Pacific Electric tracks shall be tak- 
en off of the streets and operate 
out of the depot one way only, 
making the Pacific Flectrie com- 
pletely a stub-end terminal. 
ther it will add tremendously to the 
present congestion, or the rallroads 
are not sincere in their statement 
that they will take the cars off the 
streets and eliminate grade cross- 


The ground on the 
site of the present Southern Pacific 
station will be wholly inadequate 
te accommodate increased train 
service, and when one looks at the 
plan and sees the high elevation 
of the tracks and the very sharp 
curves that this elevated must 
matntain to get into the city, and 
realizes that the full trains must 
be pulled In and the empty trains 
taken out over a double set of 
tracks, it does not take much fig- 
uring to realize the inconvenience 
of such an arrangement. 

Finally, the argument of the 
railroads that uniess the citizens of 
Los .Angeles accede to their plan 
they will fight to stop all devel- 
opment does not appeal to me. Ex- 
preasions from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, State Railroad 
Commission and many civic plan- 
ning commissions have all passed 
favorably on the Plaza termina! 
site, and if the people of this city 
pass their opinion favorably to the 
Piaza site I do not believe it will 
take long to impress the railroads 
with the view that they had better 
conform to public authority and 
public sentiment ahd some cor- 
rective regulations, such as order- 
img all freight trains off of Ala- 
meda street except between mid- 
night and 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and compelling the railroads 
to either depress their tracks or 
cease operating over grade cross- 
ings, are some Measures that might 
be adopted by the City Council. 


PLAZA’'S ADVANTAGES

TAKES UP RARE ART AS HOBBY

E work of a local artist calls

A nonth-and-south 
subway on Los Angeles and Olive 
streets could have the turn of the 
loop underneath the Plaga and 
not only solve the Pacific Electric 
problem, but the problem of the 
yellow car lines. 

I bave no business interest to be 
served in either iocation, and the 
fact that there may be property 
owners in the north who would

street, 100 feet wide, instead of 
eighty feet, will run straight from 
First to Temple.

pear. The rectangle will have 
a 100-foot Spring on its west, a

The rectangle is being raced and 
the excavation for the new City 
Hall is about half completed. To- 
morrow bids are to be received for 
its foundation. Already contracts 
have been awarded for its struc- 
tural steel. The building is to be 
ready for occupancy in the fall of 
next year. Its general appearance 
has been planned as indicated in 
Artist Owens'’s drawing. 

Three years ago the people voted 
to build the City Hall in the gen- 
eral area indicated and as part of 
a Civic Center plan. A campaign 
that year was won with that as an 
issue. The Civic Center plan in- 
cluded -beautification of the his- 
toric Plaza. The. county has 
adopted a Civic Center plan pro- 
posed by the Allied Architects’ As- 
sociation. The City Council is con- 
sidering the alliance’s plan, one 
by Cook & Hall and another by 
William Lee Woollett. Mayor Cry- 
er and Supervisor Chairman Mce- 
Clellan have appointed a commit- 
tee to make a recommendation in 
the rasmectis The committee is at 
work, 


The Hall of Justice was set on 
lines to conform with the general 
idea of a civic center plan. A 
United States government engineer 
has made studies here looking to- 
ward a Congressional appropria- 
tion of $3.500,000 for a new Fed- 
eral Building. A State bond issue 
of $3.000,000.to build State 
building here is on the ballot for 
the next State ejection. The City 
Planning Commission has suggest- 
ed that the county put on the 
county ticket a proposal for a 
county bond iesue to buy a site in 
the civie center area for the pro- 
posed State building. 


Fach of the three civic-center 


plans now prominently before the/ 


public includes beautification of 
the Plaza. which smeans inclusion 
of that project in the beautifica- 
tion plans intended for the settings 
for the new City Hall, Halil of 
Justice, Federal Building and such 
other buildings as may be located 
in that area. 

It is the utilization of the north 
end of the Plaza area by the 
rullroads for a union passenger 
station site that so many public, 
official, private and civic interests 
have been urging. Were the lines 
to locate a splendid -ombined pas- 
senger terminal it would be a fit- 
ting unit in the civic-center plan 
extending to the southward from it, 
as the arguments of scores of in- 
terests have outlined. 

Although beseeched by many 
public organizations to desist in 
their refusul to participate in this 
great project for civic beauty and 
giorification, the rallroads have 
thus far fought every move to 
bring them into it. They insist 


that they will do nothing toward 
that end, that they will oppose it 
while they have life and will train 
thelr coming generation to oppose 
it. They have declared that they 
will make improvements only on 
the sites of their present fucilities, 
which cannot possibly be made 
to connect with any civic-center 
plan at all feasible under the cir- 
cumstances and cénditions exist- 
ing tn Los Angeles. J 

hile the people are striving to 
ereate a civic ceuter of grandeur 
and beauty, oddly enough the rail- 
roads at this very moment are not 
only refusing ‘o participate but ac- 
tually are planning and attempt- 
ing to foist on the people a down-

tion to the existing broadcast 
— He believes the proposed 

ills would conflecate the rights 
of the composers by permitting all 
stations to. broadcast a selection 
licensed to a single station, which 
would soon destroy its value. 

On the other hand, the broad- 
casters, admitting that they must 
have copyright music, say they are 
willing to pay fully and fairly for 
it, but that they also want some 


withdrawal of numbers at will by 
the composers and urge that Con- 
gress appiy the phonosraphic re- 
production paragraph in the copy- 
right law to redio, establishing «a 
fair rate for reproduction. 

The efforts of the broadcasters 
to interest radio fans in their pro- 
porals brought floods of communi- 
cations to the members of the 
joint committee, including state- 
ments from broadcasting stations 
that the composers’ society was try- 
ing to Increase the broadcast rates 
materially in relicensing sta:ions. 

During the hearings Mr. W. E. 
Harkness of the A. T. & T. Co., 
stated that the fees charged by 
the composers had varied grectly 
even for the same class stations. 
Among the 600-watt stations, he 
said, the fees fluctuated from $100 
to $2500 a year, or from tweive 
cents to $1.60 per hour of opera- 
tion, while 1000-watt stations paid 
between $260 and #1000 a year, 
and 6000-watt broadcasters from 
$390 to $2500 per annum. The 
highest fees were for the 1500- 
watters, oeing between $500 and 
$3000 a year. This covered a scale 
extending from a iow of 12 cents 
per operating hour to as high as 
$1.92 per hour, although the op- 
position claimed $1.60 a day was 
the average rate for thesé broad- 
cast fees. 

REFUSE TO SIGN 

Charlies H. Tuttle of New Yorks 
counsel for the broadcasters’ asso- 
ciation, disclosed that the broad- 
casters’ association and composers’ 
eeciety had almost reached an 
Avreement recently, whereby the 
s<clety was to receive about 
$1,906,090 a year. This amount the 
association was willing to pay. but 
wanted a three-year contract to in- 
sure a continuing program with 
fixed rates. However, the society 
refused to sign up for longer than @ 
sear. This, it was claimed, indicat- 
e4 that the corhposers would hold 
the broadcasters up for an increase 
at the end of the year, so the plan 
fell through. 

In an effort to establish basic 
standard rates for several types of 
stations, Mr. Harkness suggested 
the following: For broadcasting 
each plece of copyright music once. 
5 to 100-watt stations, ‘would pay. 
cents; 100 to 500-watt stations, 4 
cents: 600 to 100° stations, 7 centa;: 
1000 to 8000, 13 cents; 3000 to 
600, 18 cents, and over 6000, 60 
cents. These figures it was thought 
might be used by the committee as 
a basis for fixing the prices left 
tleank in the Dill and Vestal bilis, 
but it ie not now beileved the com- 
mittee wil) try to fix rates. 

Anticipating that neither his 
original bili nor the Din bili 
would find favor with the commit- 
tee, i¢ the fixing of fees was re- 
quired, Representative Vestal of 
Indiana filed a new bill just be- 
fore the hearings opened. 

The new bill, H.R. 10987, pro- 
vides that radio broadcasters, hote! 
orchestras, cabarets or anybod 
playing copyrighted rausic sball 
have the right to deal directly with 
the owner of the music. It also 
provides that if the owner of the 
copyright desires to reserve the 
broadcasting right he muvet so 
state, fixing the price so that the 
broadcaster, or whoever wanta to 
use it, will know exactly what he 
must Pray.

This C con- 
denser should have a capacity of 
at least 001 mfd. If fta capacity 
is at least this amount, it will have 
comparatively little effect upon 
the neutralizing adjustment. In 
general, it will not even be neces- 
sary to reneutralize the receiver 
after this protective condenser has 
been installed. 

This condenser should be «4 
mica-tinfoll type, preferably in- 
sulated by moulding as a unit in 
Bakelite. The modern  neutro- 
dyne receivers have very. excellent 
neutralizing condensers in them, 
andthe protective condenser 
not required at all. But in the 
models sold several years ago the 
condensers were extremely f le 
and subject to breakdown without 
any previous notice.

The soundboard, which 
takes the form of a wide ring of 
wood especially suited for sound 
vibrations, and upon the inner 
edge of which the cone iteelf is 
mounted, adds a fullness. a tim- 
bre and a volume to these lower 
notes that has heretofore been un- 
attainable. This soundboard idea 
le in my estimation one of the 
finest developmerts yet made in 
loud speaker design. 

“Another trend that is most 
noticeable, ite the recognition. of 
the loud espeaker as a piece of 
home furniture. One such speaker 
is being made in the form of a 
tip-top table, the cone and sound- 
board imitating the flat surface 
of such a table in its vertical posi- 
tion and being fitted with pedestal 
and legs, the whole forming a most 
beautiful and efficient reproducer.

Flood Bureau 


The total number of applica- 
tions for broadcasting etations con- 
tinues to grow. Practically every 


one with a few thousands of dol- 
lare and some time to spare to- 
gether with a desire for publicity 
seems anxious to estab! a broad- 
casting station and get on the air. 

Some of the 526 applicants listed 
at the department appear to have 
good and legitimate reasons for 
opening a broadcasting station 
but many who have no backing and 
little excuse.

Advisory Group Functions 
Between Departments 


Government's Air Business is 
Co-ordiaated 


Hold Bi-weekly Conferences 
on Problems 


So many branches of the Federal 
government use radio in one way 
Or another that the Interdepart- 
mental Radio Advisory Committee 
meets every two weeks to handle 
the many technical and adminis- 
trative problema This committee, 
established by Secretary Hoover in 
April, 1922, has a membership of 
eighteen men, representing four- 
teen departments or bureaus of the 
government interested in radio. 

In the opinion of Assistant Secre- 
tary Davis of the Department of 
Commerce, who is chairman of this 
Radio Advisory Committee, that 
body serves a very useful purpose. 
It forms the only means of ¢0-or- 
dinating the various radio services 
of the government and to a certain 


extent alds in their co-ordination 
with commercial stationa Literal- 
ly thie cémmittee, with fts repre- 


is | eentative membership, ts a clearing- 


house for the exchange of ideas 
from the various points of view of 
the different departments con- 
cerned with radio in any way. 
Many differences, which might 
have attained serious proportions, 
have been ironed out through com- 
mittee action. The representatives 
of bureaus in disagreement over a 
radio problem have been able to 


and adjust matters amicably, with- 
out the ald of outside parties or 
executive action. Since the opera- 
tions of the committee, no friction 
has arisen, and many ipterdepart- 
mental matters have been taken 
care of. 

At its fortnightly meetings dur- 
ing the past four years, this com- 
mittee has handled the allocation 
of all governmental!) radio channels, 
determining what frequency bands 
the several governmental bureaus 
should use #0 ag to avoid confict 
and interference. This work is 
particularly important in connec- 
tion with the extensive circuits 
operated by the Navel Communi- 
ecations.Service and the War De- 
partment besides certain  al- 
locations made to the Postoffice for 
air-mall radio stations and air- 
planes, and to Coast Guard and 
Shipping Board vesse!la. 

A large part of the routine work 
has to do with the solving of tech- 
nical radio problems, which the 
experts, assigned by the different 
services tO subcommittees, han- 
die. Efforte to standardize radio 
equipment and accessories used by 
the government are being made 
with a view toward economy and 
the interchangeability tn govern- 
ment sets. Other. matters receiv- 
ing the attention of the committee 
include the transmission of official 
governmental messages over the ra- 
dio systems of the Navy and Army; 
nonmilitary activities of all de- 
partments; the use of government- 
al stations for both radio tele- 
graphic and telephonic broadcast- 
ing, as well as the distribution of 
matter to private broadcasters on 
government activities. 

The achievements of thie com- 
mittee are seldom made public for 
various reasons, chief among them 
because it is usually up to a par- 
ticular department or bureau to 
announce ita activities itself. 
whereas, the committee is merely 
advisory, assisting in the co-ordina- 
tion of the several activities. Fre- 
this cOmmittee receives 
from Secretary Hoover a spécial 
problem submitted for study and 
report, and to date it is understood 
that mbdst of them have been satia- 
factorily worked out.

When broadcasting had tits 
ginning with the coming on the 
alr of station KDKA, Pittsburgh, 
radio wes all called wireless teleg- 
raphy or wireless telephony, end 
was employed by commercial and 
naval ships and shore stations all 
over the world. Another class to 
use wireless were the amateurs, and 
there were many thousanda of them 
at that time. The performances of 
the latter on low waves around 
200 meters was often a marvel to 
the fellows who were considered 
raore fortunate to have the lenger 
wave lengths. 

The Department of Commerce 
controls radic in thig-country, and 
internationally radio is regulated 
at Berne, Switseriand. At Berne. 
each nation Is allotted a renge of 
call letters and wave lengths and 
from these lista the Department 
of Commerce assigns ali stations 
their call letters and wave lengths. 
This applies to all military and 
commercia] ships and shore sta- 
tions, broadcasting, experimental 
and amateur stations. , 

When KDKA etarted, they were 

en a wave length between 300 
and 400 meters, which was con- 
sidered lers likely to interefere with 
existing basiness. The ships then 
worked on 300, 450 and 600 and 
somdtimes on 800 meters, and the 
amateurs on 200 meters. The Na 
operated on various waves, I 
higher, and on up to Annapolis, 
NSS, on 17.600 meters, with 600 
kilowatts. The amateurs, business, 
being of course at that time mostly 
for pleasure, was put down on 
the low wave because they were 
conside,ed inefficient for distance. 

It is a fact that until recent 
months broadcasting stations clam- 
ored for the higher wave lengths 
as being more preferred. Now the 
amateurs deserve most of the credit 
for the exploiting of the shorter 
waves and have attracted the at- 
tention of the users of long waves 
who are now adopting the shorter 
waves. The governments of all the 
leading tations are using the 
shorter waves for their long-dis- 
tance reception, Great Britain be- 
ing able to maintain communica- 
ny with her most distant colon- 


Now since the supertority of the 
shorter waves is recognised it is 
indeed @hfortunate that so much 
hes been tnvested in present equip- 
ment and it would be an injustice 
to ask the public to render their 
seta obsolete all at once. What is 
recommended is to give the broad- 
casters ond the people both the 
opportunity to use the short waves 
whenever they can get ready for 
them and in time the less effi- 
cient system. will be abandoned. 
it Is understood that broadcasting 


istations are now applying for short- 


wave licenses and many are be- 
ing used. Pittsburgh, Schnectady, 
Hastings and Springfield have been 
broadcasting stmultaneously on 
normal and short waves for over 
@ year and cauld be heard by a 
great many in places where their 
sets get little or no distance on 
present normal waves.

From 
Jahuary 17 to February 17, 1916, 
165,000 acre feet of water went 
down the San Gabriel River. 

Dr. George W. Clements, head 
of the agricultural department of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, fixes about $8 per acre 
foot as a reasonable estimate of 
the value of water in this coun- 
try. It gtres a good idea of the

Ban Gabriel to the sea. 


The excellent performance of 
the flood-control .works, such as 
the Devil's Gate Dam and the San 
Dimas Dam, are pointed to as 
examples of what may be expect- 
ed when the entire flood-control 
program is carried out.

Ané yet there are those, not 
given to fanciful theories, who be- 
lieve that the ultimate effect of 
these moot articles of international!

and industry, in patriotism and a 
close-knit national unity. 

Further, they believe that to do 
eo will require but a fraction of 
the time occupied by the United 
States in arriving at ite present 
state of development. 

This prognostication is not the 
imaginative figment of arm-chair 
dreamers. Its proponents are, for 
the most part. m@n who have 
made large fortunes meiniy 
through the ability to see farther 
than their fellows and who are 
prepared to risk considerable in- 
vestments upon the correctness of 
their prevision in this instance. 

Their premise is simple. They 
point to the fact that the United 
States has just put up the bare to 
a million a year of the kind of 
people out of whom for 300 years 
this country has bven building fits 
social and economic structure and 
that. simultaneously, esen greater 
opportunities than ours are being 
thrown open to these rejected pil- 
grime a few miles to the south— 
only at the price of Mexican citi- 
senship. 

As they see it, the answer is as 
simple as that of two and two.

Immigration has never been one 
of Mexico's primary problems. In 
prerevolutionary days the country 
was in the hands of an aristocracy 
which maintained effectual control 
of its land, ite wealth and its re- 
sources.

In the last year of 
the previous law, 706,896 foreign- 
ers of all nationalities were admit- 
ted to the United States. In the 
first year of the new law 294,314 
were admitted, an arbitrary re- 
duction of more than 400.000.

ADVOCATED

Unique Specimen — 


A Moreton Bay fig tree (ficus 
macrophilla) which is of the same 
family as the rubber tee, located 
at Compton and Twentieth 
street, was planted by Andrew J. 
Cooper in 1876. 

The tree, now 50 years of age, 
measures thirty feet at the trunk 
and spreads 120 feet. @hotographs 
of the tree were exhibited at the 
Chicago World's Fair, and it is 
believed to be the largest of 
kind in the United States. 

This beautiful thing has the most 
sordid setting. On one side is a 
huge pile of wreckage of lumber 
odds and ends: tin front is a nar-

Dancing girls have been the 
bane of Princes since Princes and 


girls existed, and now one of the 
premier chiefs of India may lose 
his throne on account of one~— 
Mumtaz the dancer. 

Who and what are these women 
who flash across the pages of histo- 
ry and serve #0 prominent a part in 
the underworld of India? Whence 
do they come, in their silk attire 
and their jewels’? And the answer 
is strange and pathetic, and part 
of the curious racial development 
of the Aryan and of the position 
of his honorable women. So writes 
Lieut.-Gen. Sir George MacMunn, 
Quurtermaster-general in 
ndia. 

Whereas in Europe dancing is a 
profession which any woman may 
adopt, in the East it Nes so low 
that none may do a dancing-giri 
reverence. The dancer and the 
courtesan come of the outcast 
races, the conquered races of In- 
diu. Whom thousands of years ago 
the Aryans dispossessed and have 
kept in servitude ‘ever 
since. Women are born and 
brought up to these trades, and 
sometimes surplus infant daughters 
are sold into them.

Since in the Hast there is no so-

Half a dozen visitors may be 
smoking hugas prepared by the 
dance girls, while the lady of the 
house on her divan will be relating 
the latest jest or story from the 
markets. One of the girls may be 
singing a persian love song, or in 
the court yard pipe and tubor may 
be playing a haunting, amorous air.

BACILIA GOOD AND BAD 


A curious lawsuit has been de- 
cided in London. LAtigants have 
often contended for the possession 
of children or domestic animals:

establish ownership in a bacillus. 
The plaintif® doctor contende< that 
a hacillus. which he had found 
and tamed and brought to heel 
before the World War, so that it; 
has become an important agent 
in the manufacture of high explo- 
sives, has been used by the defend- 
ant unlawfully for industrial pur- 
poses. The judge has decided for 
the plaintiff. 

But the contest. aside from the 
question of proprietorship in an 
that is only microscopic- 
ally discernible, raises the whole 
question of the uses and values of 
bacilli. 

Bacteria of certain kinds, feed- 
ing nitrogen to plants, help cereals, 
fruits and flowers to grow. Bacteria 
are needful to cheese and impart 
characteristic flavors to certain 
sorts of American and Danish but- 
ters. Oxidizing becteria are easen- 
tial to vinegar and other products. 
When we think of the wmiscbief 
done by bacteria, or bacilli, in the 
communication of disease, it is fair 
to the infinitesimal creatures to 


lpoimt out that at the same time 


they heave their beneficial uses; 
they are not utterly malignant 


and depraved. — [Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Peacocks were painted in a simi- 
lar way on another animal, and on 
others, which were presumably of 
lesser importance in the elephan- 
tine world, the designs were for- 
mal geometrical affairs. 

Painters who work on canvas 
or paper can have little idea of 


the joy of working with a large 
brush on such a surface as is of- 
fered, for example, by an ele- 


phant’s ear. , 

The dreasing-room contains «a 
vast variety of howdahs in gold 
and siiver and ivory and wood. 
The state elephant must wear, al- 
so, earrings and collars, and deco- 
rations on his forehead, and 
bracelets and anklets. He is, in 
fact, adorned until there is not 
much left to be seen of the origi- 
nal animal. 

An elephant'’s diet is almost as 
intricate as his toilet. He likes 
his half-pound of salt every day, 
in addition to large quantities of 
black pepper and oil.

CASES OF AMNESIA | 
Victims of Loss of Memory Often 
Found Here 


In New York and many other 
large cities there are often to be 
found several persons apparently 


Intoxicated end walking around in 
a jAaze. Some of these persons are 
found to be victims of amnesia, or 
of memory, and frequently 
visitors to the cities in which they 
are found for the first time. 

Recently a well-dressed woman 
was found weeping on BHighth ave- 
nue and upon inquiry it was found 
that she had come to New York 
from Perth Amboy on a shopping 
tour a few hours before, and, ac- 
cording to her statement. she had 
lost her handbag and all her pur- 
chases, and had been wandering 
around unconsciously through 4 
lapre of memory. 

The finding of a man clinging to 
a buoy in the Atlantic Ucean five 
miles off Rockaway Beach does not 
restrict the victims of amnesia to 
the land. According to this man’s 
first statement, he had been thrown 
of a passing ship; later he gave 
a different story at the hospital 
where he was taken. The attend- 
ing physicians said he had suffered 
a loss of memory through leng ex- 
posure on the buoy. 

The peculiar actions of a man 
in San Francisco caused him to be 
under observation in a hospital. 
After extensive inquiry it was found 
that he was a navy paymaster who 
had @isappeared with $112,000 in 
government funds a few months 
before. When he was found he 
had only $1200 in his possession: 
he was talking incoherently and his 
violent actions caused him to be 
placed under guard in the hospital. 

One case of a lapse of memory 
is that of a woman in New York 
who went to Brooklyn to eee her 
brother and, according to her etate- 
ment made in a hospital a few 
months later, she remembered - 
ting on a Brooklyn street car, but 
nothing more until] she regained 
her memory in a hospital. 

Washed up by the sea at Cape 
Charies a man was found to be 
suffering a lapse of memory and 
speaking in an unr 
tongue. Appeals made by him 
over the radio in the hope that 
he would be understood resulted 
in several replies stating that he 
was a native of a northern part of 
Russia. 

A strange case is recorded where 
a doctor was able to help an am- 
nesia victim. According to officials 
of St. Vincent's Hospital, when 
they were unable to help a patient 
they called a doctor known for his 
hypnotic powers. He finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the patient to 
write her name. After inquiry it 
was found that she was a trained 
nurse and had lost her memory 
through overwork. 

In another case a sudden blow 
caased a man to regain his mem- 
ory. He met a well-known boxer 
and engaged in an argument with 
him. Blows were exchanged, the 
boxer hitting the other man on the 
head with startling results it 
turned out that he was a well- 
known Baltimore insurance broker 
who had been missing from his 
home for a long while. 

A similar case is recorded where 
a man working as a probation 
agent in the course of his work 
was knocked down and suffered 4 
fractured skull.

PERTINENT COMMENT FROM 
DAMROSCH 


There will never be «a strictly 
“American music,” such as is be- 
ing urged and predicted by sec- 
tone Of the musical world of this 
eountry, according to Dr. Frank 
Damrosch, director of the institute 
ef musical art, recently merged 
with the Juilliard Musica) Founda- 
bg as its principal schoo! of mu- 


It is not because of lack of mu- 
Sical talent in America, Dr. Dam 
rosch explains, and not because of 
slavish following of older covun- 
tries, but because before this coun- 
try of so many peoples and infiven- 
ces shall have a sufficiently solid 
Zoundation for a national music and 
before its divergencies can be crys- 
talized into any definite style, there 
will be no “national music” auy- 
where. 

“The arts are a form of life ex- 
pression,” Lr. Damrosch sald, “just 
ef are games and costumes and 
manners. We find ‘characteristic’ 
costumes, different from those 
worn in the rest of the world, in 
the communities least in commu- 


when «a range of mountaing divid- 
ed two grou of people ag com- 
jetely as if it were an ecean be- 
een them, and when oceans were 
permanent to Most com- 
oday—what are national boun- 
We have tunneled the 
mountains and even fiy over them, 
while swift liners an dthe cabie, 
and now radio, have made the 
width of the Atlantic Ocean a fact 
Only in geography. With the com- 
mingling of races, with the rapid 
transportation and world-wide 
communication, music hug become 
jess and leas nationalistic and must 
eontinue to become even less so. 

“This ia right. Art must express 
humanity and not the nation. It 
should be universal. That it could 
not be completely so in the past 
Was a limitation due te physical 
gonditions which limited our out- 
look in all ways. 

“America hag not had a truly 
mational music in the past because 
of all that has been sald so often. 
We are a new people, without the 
lore and folksongs of an older race, 
and we became an heterogeneous 
people so early in our history that 
a foundation based on common 
qualitiés was impossible. We afe 
becoming a musical people more 
Papidiy and more thoroughly ‘than 
some of us realize. 

“But while we are acquiring that 
foundation of musical understand- 

ana background, the whole 

world is changing. the time 
we are ready to create a music of 
our own, the limitagions which 
have helped to create national mu- 
gic in other lands will have disap- 
peared and it will be a world music 
that all of the creative composers 
in gvery country will be impelled 
to write. 

“Te i a mistake for us to strive 
Gcliberately for a national type of 
music. Music must grow sepon- 
taneously out of solid foundation. 
If conscious effort is made—the 
result can be neither national nor 

great music. 

“The music of tomorrow, or the 
@ay efter? There is no way of pre- 
dicting what it will be. A great 
composer will arise—in any land 
his influence will mark the 
music of the next half century: 
whether it be along the lines we 
would seem to be developing at the 
time or something totally different. 

“It won't be ‘futuristic,, though. 
or what we have called by that 
Rame.

ART CLUB’S TRIBUTE 
TO ANTONY ANDERSON 


How deeply the work of Antony 
Anderson is appreciated by 
friends, the artists of Southern 
California, may be gauged by the 
following paragraphs which are re- 
printed from the May bulletin of 
the California Art Club: 


“Antony Anderson is going 
somewhere. There is one thing 
that he must pack in his little 


old baggage; it must follow wher- 
ever he goes; he can't live down 
the respect of the working mem- 
bers of the art profession. 

“Some people say that Mr. An- 
derson Was kindly in his criticism 
of various works of art: how hor- 
rible! In these days of filp re- 
marks, wise-cracking feature writ- 
ers and the jazzing up of Joe Miil- 
er art criticlam; vision, warmth of 
heart, and humanity is ‘Oh, so Vic- 
torian.’ Some people say that Mr. 
Anderson built up instead of tear- 
ing down, that he liked the things 
that he saw, that he was interest- 
ed in painting, sculpture and the 
allied arts, that he wished that 
people would use the possibilities 
of the visual sense for pleasure, 
for growth and for profit, that he 
was conscientious in his attitude 
toward art, that he wouldn't be a 
party to the foisting upon the 
public of unworthy ‘masterpieces.’ 
How shortsighted, when he might 
have made himself known as a 
crafty egg. and ‘Oh, so intellec- 
tual.’ 

“Antony Anderson brought to 
his work the viewpoint of the 
trained craftsman, the appreciation 
that comes from having studied in 
the worgrooms of the art schools 
and studios and from association 
with great works of art in the 
galleries. He knew what he was 
writing about. He was concerned 
about his work and received the 
disclosure of the artist with great 
comprehension. 

“Mr. Anderson was not inclined 
to slight the unheralded, he avolfd- 
ed the temptation to scoff at those 
who were not understood, he didn't 
make smart cracks about the work 
of those whose position in the 
field of art denied any comeback. 

“The challenging record of An- 
tony Anderson covered a period 
of sustaiged. constructive effort 
for many years. During most of 
those years, his Was about the only 
effort to bring the work of the 
artist to the attention of the peo- 
ple of Southern California. The 
artist looked forward to Mr. An- 
derson’s visit to his exhibition as 
to a stimulating experience and 
hoped for a favorable criticism, 
which means that the artist re- 
spected the critie. 

“Bome day there is going to be a 
discerning interest in matters of 
art by the people who live In this 
unusual climate of ours and then 
the inaugural nursing that An- 
tony Anderson did will be hon-

In every piece 
exhibited he displays 
humanistic rather’: than aesthetic. 
In this he is like all really great 
artists, working from an abstrac- 
tion, L. e., his emotion, toward a 
humanistic presentation. Much of 
the dullness of the lesser variety 
of modernistic art is due to an at- 
tempt to reverse the process... In 
this case the art'st tries to convert 
a concrete fact into an emotional 
abstraction. The result, of course, 
is an abstraction but no emotion. 

This triple character underlies 
the beautiful and brooding features 
of the self-portrait. The sculptor 
has here portrayed himeelf as in- 
tensely s«p'‘ritual, highly imagina- 
tive. a man of clear mind, and, 
from the full lips, a lover of life. 
These are the qualities of a great 
man and «4 t artist. 

Probably the earliest work dis- 
played here is the portrait-head 
of a woman done in black marble 
in 1908. Having seen this head in 
the black stone, you cannot imag- 
ine it in any other color or. ma- 
terfal, so sure was the artist's 
choice. Then follow two of the 
sheerest pieces of beattty in the 
entire group, the two marble-re- 
liefs of a dancer done in 1911 and 
1912. Only the very greatest of 
dancers can give one the same 
sense of pérfect rythmic movement 
counterpoise.

The Schuefftan process, by 
means of an intricate ar- 
rangement of mirrors near 
the camera lens, makes it 
possible to record several!

In the sketch at the left, 
Staff Artist A. L. Ewing 
shows how four settings are 
utilized to form the scene 
shown in “Composite A.”

A BIGGER SUEZ CANAL 
BEING CONSTRUCTED 


Work now is in progress for fur- 
ther increasing the capacity of the 
Suez Canal. As firet constructed 
the canal had a total length of 102 
miles, but this has since been in- 
creased by two and one-half miles 
by the building of important works 
at Port Said, including a safety 
embankment, which became neceés- 
sary owing to the strong currents 


days of the digging the work was 
executed by manuel labor, and in 
some cases the mud wae actually 
cleared away with bare hands. Up 
to 1865 more than 30,000 laborers 
worked simultaneously on the job. 
After that date machinery was 
veed on a large scale and steam 
dredges pumped up the sand and 
diecharged the excavated material 
through metallic piping to points 
200 feet away on either side. 

Unlike the Panama Canal, the 
Suez Cana] has no locks. Aas first 
constructed, the canal had a depth 
of twenty-six feet. Later this was 
increased to thirty-six feet. and 
work now on hand, when finished, 
will ineure an average depth of not 
leas than forty feet. Big steamers 
now passing through the cana! 
draw a maximum of thirty-one 
feet. and craft having a draft of 
thirty-three feet will use the wa- 
terway before long. In short, the 
growth of shipping compels the 
continal amplifying of the canal's 
dimensions so: as to provide a suit- 
able leeway for the safe movement 
of the great tide of traffic. 

Originally the bottom width of 
the canal was but seventy-two feet, 
while at present it is 150 feet. The 
intention is to augment thie to 300 
feet. Today the gurface width of 
the canal varies from 310 feet to 
425 at some points. The minimum 
width is to be increased to 440 
feet. Formerty it was not possible 
for ships of more than 4000 tons 
to traverse the canal, but now ves- 
sels of 20,000 tons can make the 
run. 


The trip through the canal takes 


sixteen hour®—only fourteen of 
which represent progress. About 
fifteen ships go through the cana! 
every twenty-four hours, and their 
navigation is supervised by expert 
zine.

The ecientific farmer keeps 4 
record of the yield of each cow and 
if thie falle below a minimum 
tomething must be done about it. 
Out in Wisconsin it has been fig- 
ured that if the cow produces 
lees than 5600 pounds of milk an- 
nually she is called a “boarder.” 
but this term does not exactly 
the situation, for a boarder gen- 
erally pays, and the cow that does 
not show a profit should be called 
a “guest.” A survey of 306 Wal- 
worth county farms shows that 
herds having cows producing more 
than 7000 peunds of milk annualiv 
return a profit of $1.19 a hundred 
over herds producing lees than 
5000 pounds te a cow, on the av- 
erage. If a cow is not to be a 
“poarder’ her minimum produc- 
tion should be 5600 pounds. It is 
a mistaken but common belief that 
a farmer usually cannot become 
sufficiently expert in the produe- 
tion and marketing of different 
kinds of farm products to carry on 
a diversified syetem profitably. 
However. it was found that on 
farms where hogs, poultry oer 
crops were sold in addition te @al- 
rying, the average profit was se- 
tually $1000 more annually than 
where a straight dairy program 
was followed.

FRUIT OF AMERICAN PLAN 


Open-ShopL eader Tells Employers’ 
Conference How Ideal May Be 
Brought to Realization 


At a meeting in Long Beach under the auspices of the Employers’ Coancil 
of that city and participated in by more than 100 employers from a score of cities 
the feature of the conference was an address made by A. C. Rees of Salt Lake 
City, chairman of the American Plan Open Shop National Conference. Mr. Rees 
presented the manifold advantages of the American Plan in @ series of word 
pletures brilliantly conceived and eloquently expounded. His address, the text of 
which follows, is an important contribution to the movement and The Times is 
glad to reproduce it for the benbft of its graders. 


It ie generally conceded that the 
American people have a great fac- 
ulty for avoiding one of the funda- 
mental things in MIife: plain 
Bome one has at- 
tem to apply the yard-setick to 
us Americans, and finds that only 
about 6,000,000 of us are capable 
of independent thinking. The rest 
of us do not even sit down and 
think; we just sit. Now, we are not 
interested so much in those 109,- 
000,000 people who do not think, 
but we have an intense Interest in 
the class of peou’ who are cap- 
able of independent thinking. 

What ie it that actuates you men 
and women? What interest have 
you in the theme of the evening? 
Generally we avoid the unpleas- 
ant things. We escape that which is 
likely to disecommode us or to take 
us Out of this atmosphere of com- 
p . We love to be comfort- 
able, ut a thinking man, a real

thinking man, an intelligent man. 
never avoids a thing because it 
unpleasant. He is too wise. He has 
his objective clearly in mind, and 
any one who has his objective in 
mind and possesses the necessary 
intelligence, proceeds directly to- 
ward that objective.

You were speaking of organ'‘za- 
tion work tonight. How essential 
it ig that you proceed with a great 
deal of care and caution; that you 
map out your course of action, and 
that you know your destination be- 
fore you begin upon your journey.

SOLVING THE PROBLEM 
Now what is our problem? Since 
we are inherently endowed, may 
we hold, with vision, and with aym- 
y and and 


a position to sit down calmly 
and consider our great pro , 
History ie merely a story of ideas 
and ideals. Every country has 
had its own conception of nationa] 
wth and development. For these 
000 years Greece has tried to re- 
store her supremacy in art; Rome 
her t er; Alexandria her 
t they will never re- 
They have identically the 
same physical conditions, but there 
is somethigg lacking. That intel- 
ligent leadership has gone, and 
that le why all of these countries 
heve gone into decay #0 that the 
historians and the explorers today 
merely view with considerhble in- 
terest and curiosity their ideals 
and their bones. And yet we are 
disposed to think, in this great land 
of liberty and freedom, and in- 
exhaustible resources, that we are 
go'ng to escape the same thing 
that has befalien all our forebears. 
Yet, upon reflection, we see how 
abeurd that conclusion must be. 
We stated that tn teolation there 
ie always misunderstanding. The 
world of transportation and of other 
contacts has brought wus 80 near to- 
gether today that there is no iso- 
lation possible. physically. Still

we can dwell closely together and 
stlll be completely isolated, intel- 


lectunlly, and spiritually. 
If there is any philosophy, there- 
fore, that comes to us that would 
widen the gulf in society, that very 
philosophy will be destructive. of 
all good ends. That is why the 
division of Rome brought about her 
ruin with the plebelanse and the 
patricians; In Greece with her slave 
and master; and later in Europe, 
with her feudal lord and villein. 
And these separations meant de- 
struction. Is there a philosophy in 
the world today that is preaching 
the doctrine of isolation, of separa- 
tion and segregation of society? 
Let me read to you just two 
phrases: 

“There are two classes in s0- 
ciety, the working class and the 
employing class. The workers of 
the world must unite and destroy 
the other class.” 


MARXIAN THEORY 


That is the Kar] Marx theory as 
enunciated in 1850. Let me read to 


home, and then give you the au- 
thorship. ~* 

“There is a eo going on in 
all the nations of the civilised 
world, between the oppressors and 
the oppressed of all countries, a 
struggle between the capitalists 
and labor, which grows in inten- 
sity from year to year, and will 
work disdstrous results to the toil- 
ing millions if they are not com- 
bined for mutual protection and 
benefit.” 

You ask, “What ts that?” That 
fe the preamble to the constitu- 
tion of the American Federation of 


origin? Is there a similar thought 
inthose two pronouncements? Does 
that sound indegenous to the soil of 
America? Does it smack of the Con- 
stitution or the Declaration of In- 
dependence? And yet. ladies arid 
gentlemen, that is a princple. and a 
Philosphy, that is being promu!- 
gated in America today. Here we 
recognize it as at complete variance 
with our own principles and con- 
ception of right and justice, the 
progress of civilization, harmony 
and society. Yet it is here, a living. 
vibrant thing, that merits the care- 
ful -consideration and analysis of 
every thinking American. 

What are weto do with that 
philosophy? What will be the re- 
sult that will fow from it? What 
will be the result upon your mind 
and mine? If we are so imbued 
philosophy that our 
neighbor is a potential enemy, that 
a barrier must be struck up be- 
tween you and him, that there is 
an impassable gulf between you, 
that one of the two must go, what 
is the effect upon the mind of that 
individual? And then, collectively, 
upon that group? what end 
would any man or woman go if his 
own physical eafety were jeopard- 
We are concerned primarily 
with that philosophy as to the re- 
sult it ie going to have upon Amer- 
lean society, upon the perpetuation 
of our own ideals 


GAINING A NEW FREEDOM 
Tt has been suggested here to- 
night by Mr. Chandler that we 
have gained our political freedom. 
At Yorktown that was  estab- 
lished, and then it was written 
into the Constitution that we 
have relig oug liberty. Those 


Declaration of Independence would 
have to be set up in this country 
giving us industrial freedom. But 
we are face to face with that ne- 
cessity today. 

When Washington fought, and 
Jefferson wrote, and when that 
great Marshall stood as the ione 
sentinel guarding the Constitution 
and its integrity, there was no 
thought in their minds that thie 
great industrial struggle should 
come to those who should follow. 
That ise why it was not written into 
the Constitution in the details 
which we should write today were 
we to have to frame that Constitu- 
tion Here we are confronted 
with a philosophy that is destruc- 
tive of the in uel. We are not 

so much with the eco- 
nomic phase as we are with the 
spiritua)] and intellectua! and social 
aspects of it. 

RAISING THE HUMAN LEVED 

We regard as a theory that all 
men in society are equal in their 
inequalities. That may seem an 
impoesible and contradictory state- 
ment, but no man wishes to be put 
on the level with his neighbor as 
far as his own potentialities are 
concerned. It ig the great theory 
of American government that be- 
fore every man Ties the road to con- 
quest for him te enjoy to the full 
measure of his own individual pos- 
sibilities, that his own Iimitations 
are the only things that will keep 
him from reaching the highest 
rungs of the ladder of achievement. 
If any philosophy to place 
men in the same matrix, in the same 
mold, to regard them as equa! in 

bilities, it crushes out of him 
t individuality, that wer to 
grow and to achieve—which is the 
essence of Americaniem. But that 
ig -the result which we are secing 
today among those who are the 
willing or the unwilling victims of 
thts philosophy.

tion of comfort, exposed them- 
selves to the perils of battie and es- 
tablished once and for all the 
things which we enjoy, that rich 
legacy which has come down to 
us. ow, that wae not altruism; 
that was merely enlightened self- 
interest. 

We, too, must assume that atti- 

tude. Here are millions of men 
and women who are working under 
that particular philosophy referred 
to. You are regarded as their 
natural enemies. One of you must 
be set aside. Then why shouldn't 
they enter the conflict as a matter 
of self-preservation? If a group 
of men here think that by re- 
maining under the influence of that 
philosophy they are going to be 
preserved, are you surprised then 
at the Herrin maesacres, at the acts 
of brutality that are found among 
th's class? Not at all. It its the 
natural fruite of that particular 
line of thinking—and men are what 
they think. 
Now, what is our task? To go 
to the very source and change the 
thinking. We are not concerned 
over who wings a little strike on a 
building. That is wholly aside 
from the one big question. But 
we ponder: Why do those people 
take that attitude? Let us return 
again to the statement that isola- 
tion breeds misunderstanding. We 
muet break down that Isolation in 
a sympathetic attitude of mind. 


HUMANITY NOT PATRONAGE 


In other words, those of us who 
claim to be inherently stronger in 
our intellectual ability, in our vi- 
sion, ability to see things, must put 
ourselves in immediate contact with 
that class of our fellows, indus- 
trially as fellow-tollers. That hand 
of fellowship must be sincere; it 
cannot be fe'gned. Even a child 
refuses to be patronized.*It is not 
by bonuses. No solution ever comes 
with a fattened pay-envelope. 
Man is no more contented under 
that philosophy with $a day than 
he is with $3 or $9 or $10. It does 
not change his viewpoint. We must 
disregard the financial aspects of 
this thing. But he is interested in 
knowing the kind of man you are 
as employer, whether the hu- 
man instinct is alive within you, 
whether after all there does actua!- 
ly exist a fraternity between you. 
ith that sincere contact, that iso- 
lation must eventually be broken 
down. 
You must give to him more than 
hia philosophy promises. It must 
be real and substantial. He must 
be taken away from that particular 
leadership which has been forced 
upon him. Let us put ourselves in 
the place of men who have 
physical fear of breaking away and 
tearing away these shackles, What 
would be the result {if any man 
who was under the spell of this 
philosophy would attempt to de- 
clare hia independence alone and 
unarmed?’ What happens to him 
as an individual, to his family, in 
the neighborhood, by being ostra- 
clsed, subjected to indignities? 
What about his future employ- 
ment, and the things that are near- 
est to him in sustaining in respec- 
tability his wife and little chil- 
dren? These are real, tangible 
problems to him. t opportun!- 
ty has he to come out and de- 
clare his freedom from this kind 
of hold _ upon him, upon his very 
soul and body? Remove the phys!- 
eal fear from the man, and put 
Into his power arms that will de- 
fend him and you will immediately 
find a man who is willing te come 
your way. 


DOMINION OF LEADERS 
There ie going on a struggle to- 
day in our sister city to the north. 
What is the nature of that strug- 
gie? You know. Men are trying 
to restore that !mpossible domina- 
tion. Put the domination of whom? 
Not the men; no, it is the leaders. 
And we must get that ty Oe 
mind, that this whole thi ~ 
Propoaition of leadership. 
going to lead these great masses? 
They say, “We are.” “We should

| Bue in order to have our hold upon 


them we must keep them in com- 
plete fear.” Probably you and I 
ean not realize that attitude of 
mind, but a man says, “I know I 
am an object of pity, but what 
have I to do?” 

The American plan, open shop, 
aays “We shall open the doors to 
you and make you a free man, that 
you can be free intellectually and 
physically, and industrially and 
economically. You shall lift up 
your head and go your way, work 
out your own possibilities in your 
own way, have your own con- 
tacts, and have fears for no 
man.” Ie that a worthy objective? 
Ie tt worth our endeavor to free 
men todey as did our forebears in 
1776? Ie it a less worthy cause? It 
was stated ton'ght by Mr. Chandler 
that we can not be half one way 
and half the other. Let us recall 
the words of Lincoln “This nation 
can not half free and half 
slave.” Let apply that industrial- 
ly. We can not have a nation in- 
dustrially half slave and half free. 
We must make this an indus- 
trially free country, and that is 
the essence, the epirit, the genius 
of the American plan, open shop.

tles In a military capacity. It re- 
quires the same kind of vision, and 
bigness of m'nd and heart, and the 
struggle today for industrial free- 
dom is equally intense, equally bit- 
ter, equally fraught with wun- 
thought-of resulte, as have been 
the great struggles in the past for 
political freedom. 


Euro would have on in- 


gone 
definitely thwarted in her intellec- 


tual freedom had not some indi- 
viduals arisen and challenged the 
right of those who stood as the 
sponsors of complete domination 
over Europe. And when printing, 
gun powder, and the discovery of 
the new land ensued, men fied in 
order to regain their freedom. For 
hundreds of years the Israelites 
were in intellectual, economic and 
political bondage, and when that 
great leader came and pointed the 
way and deciared them free. it 
gave rise to some of the world’s 
greatest poets and artists and war- 
riors, and finally the greatest 
Teacher of us all, when their minds 
were touched with that feeling of 
freedom. And when we think that 
there are today in this country 
millions of men who are thwarted. 
who are crushed, who are being 
misied, whose rights to grow are 
denied, we wonder whether or not 
we are not betraying the great 
trust which comes to us by the ad- 


vantageous we oc- 
cupy. 
OPEN SHOP IS PRACTICAL 


The open shop cause is not a mere 
beautiful theory. It ig a practical 
thing. How is that power of 
those leaders continuing? We must 
give therm credit for sleepless in- 
genuity, for continued vigilance 
against us, for the exercise of every 
power within their grasp to per- 
petuate themselves as leaders of 
these millions of tollers. 

Do they enter the political field? 
Yes. We have had some sad ex- 
amples where they have preyed 
upon the epinelessness of men in 
public office, who, true form, 
have tn mind only their self-per- 
——- Do we mean then that 
he open sho has a political 
angle? Yes. ow can we change 
that position? There must be men 
put into public office, men “whom 
the lust of office can not buy.” Men 
who as American citizens will see 
the right, and seeing it will per- 
form their duties, without fear or 
favor, who will stand for the fun-

Four years ago, when the cam- 
paign was on for voting bonds for 
Don Pedro reservoir and power 
plant, the farmers were roused to 
a high pitch of indignation by the

& Electric Company to buy the 
peter being developed, they would 

throwing away their birthright. 
They were told that if they voted 
down the offer of four mills for the 
power to be generated at Don Pe- 
dro, the district could sell its pow- 
er at retail, and in this way pay 
the interest on the bonds for the 
Gam, as well as the Principal from 
the enormous profits to be derived. 

And they so voted by an over-

Ever since then every effort 
m made to convince them Pa 
they made no mistake—and they 


_have even been trying to convince 


themselves of it. This year the re- 
port of C. 8. Abbott, secretary of the 
Modesto Irrigation District, shows 
that the profit from the electric 
department for the year amounted 
to $103,776.03. Unfortunately, 
however, the profit is mostly on 
paper, as is also the amount writ- 
ten off for depreciation, for even 
now there is talk of a bond issue 
Or special assessment for further 
extensions and for building a 
stand-by plant, that will actually 
“stand by.” 


CURRENT FAILS 

Modesto woke up the other day 
Very suddenly to discover that it 
was without fire protection. It 
happened unfortunately on the very 
day when a State fire warden was 
being shown the excellent fire pro- 
tection the city had, with the wlti- 
mate hope of getting a reduction 
in insurance rates. e official 
called for a test of the city pumps, 
and the pumps wouldn't work. At 
that particular moment the irriga- 
tion district electric system decided 
to go on a strike. There was no 
juice to pump water, and for an 
hour the district's experts hunted 
in vain for the break tn the Unea. 
There was a hurry-up cal] to man 
the steam plant for “stand-by” 
service, and the steam plant also 
failed tn its duty. 

Then things began to happen. 
The city of Modesto, paying nearly 
$20,000 yearly for service from the 
irrigation system, demanded serv- 
ice. The City Council met and 
Mayor Elias said very biuntly to 
the irrigation directors that the 
city of Modesto must be assured of 
fire protection at all times. If the 
steam plant for which the district 
had already expended $120,900 
couldn't give the protection, then 
something else must be done to get 
it.

This in 
answer to objections from some of 
the farmers that they saw no rea- 
son for reducing charges for elec- 
tricity in the city, while their bur- 
den remained the same. 

But apparently it is going to re- 
quire something more than book- 
keeping to convince the 
that the revenue from the power 
will eliminate the irrigation tax 
within a few years. The total cost 
of operation for the district was a 
quarter of a million dollars last 
year, while the farmers paid in- 
terest of the same amount in ad- 
dition. And the total revenue from 
the electric department for the 
year was only $271,000. 

LOSE CUSTOMERS 

Bven now the district is using 
| very close to the maximum of the 
power developed at Don Pedro un- 
der favorable circumstances, and 
unless there is further develep- 
ment of power in the future or 
purchase from some outside source 
the irrigation district's plant wi 
not be able to keep pace with the 
growth of the district. Today the 
power company is beginning to 
get back some of the customers it 
lost, due to the fact that consum- 
ers are not satisfied with the serv- 
lee they have been getting from 
the municipality. 

The proft for the year of $103,- 
776.03 gins to dwindle very per- 
ceptibly when subjected to any 
sort of analysis. The district 
charged itself with depreciation of 
but 2% cent on the invest- 
ment of $1,264,000, which it has 
in the power plant and transmis- 
sion lines, whereas the Rallroad 
Commission causes a public utility 
to charge off 6 per cent and more 
on some parts of its system. Gone, 
then, $32,000 of the paper profits. 

The district pays no part of the 
interest on the bonds used to build 
Don Pedro reservoir from which 
comes the water to develop the 
power. The total bond issue 
amounted to $1,600,000, but if ever 
one-half of that amount had been 
charged against the electrical busi- 
ness it would have taken away an- 
other $37,500 of the paper profits. 

Tt needs a good deal of explain- 
ing to satisfy the farmers that 
they are not getting the short end 
of this business stick. Instead of 
receiving a reduction tn taxes from 
their public enterprise, they find 
they are simply contributing to 
the support of the people of the 
city of Modesto. For be it known, 
that J. C. Garrison, president of 
the Modesto Irrigation District, 
doesn’t think the farmers ‘have any 
complaint to make. “For they 
would have built the dam anyway,” 
ie his theory, and “the electricity 
is simply a byproduct for which 
no money would have been re-

ANCIENT RACE 
» Believing this. the United States 
government a few years ago be- 
Sar setting aside certain remark- 
able natural places and historic 
epots as national monuments. 
These demonstrate the ferees at 
work in shaping the earth's crust 
and show the progress of the hu- 
man race on this part of the con- 
tigent. Since Arizona's natural] fea- 
tures are varied and attractive and 
since, seattered over her entire 
area, are the ruined homes of 
many a prehistoric tribe of her na- 
tive population, a number of these 
Tmonumer.s have been established 
within the confines of the State. 
Throughout the southern portion 
of the State along the courses of 


“the Gila River and its tributaries 


are found the ruined pueblos of an 
agricultural people. .Along the up- 
per courses of these streams where 
rock was fairly accessible, the walls 
of these villages have been ljatd up 
with water-worn boulders bedded 
im clay, while in the broader val- 
leys of the lower courses, massive 
walle were constructed of clay 
strengthened with caliche or some 
similar material. These bulldings 
rose one, two, three and even four 
stories in height. They are found 
especially abundant along the val- 
] of the lower Salt River, near 

Tempe and ix and 
along the Gila from Florence west- 


‘CASA GRANDE MONUMENT 

In 1904 Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, 
Pirector of the National Museum 
at Washington, began the study of 
this old pueblo cul@ure. He se- 
lected the largest known ruin of 
these early people, a house called 
by the panish explorers Casa 
Grande. It was first visited by Fa- 
tHer Kino in 1694, and since that 
time has been an object of great 
interest to all those who have 
@ared to visit the so-called deserts 
of Arizona. 

The main building, the 
of the head man or chief, stood 
four stories In height and its cen- 
tral tier of rooms etill shows por- 
tions of the walle of that fourth 
story. There are four main groups 
of buildings tn this vicinity: Each 
of these groups is inclosed within 
a rectangular wall and hence has 
been designated as a compound.

The great Mormon Temple at 
Salt Lake excites the interest of 
every visitor to that city, for it is 
an imposing and monumental ar- 


ehitectural work which required 
some forty years to reach comple- 
tien, though this seemingly end- 
less length of time is explained by 
the fact that ground was broken 
on February 14, 1863, and because 
of the great site and magnificent 
style of ‘architecture planned, the 
transportation facilities at the time 
were not sufficient to allow rapid 

for the stone of which it is 
built was brought from Little Cot- 
tonweed Canyon twenty miles 
away, first by oxen, then by canal 
(which in iteelf took over a decade 
to construct) and finally by rail- 
road in 1873.

The taber- 
nacie te a perfect ellipse. or what 
many folke would call “egs- 
shaped,” and has a seating capacity 
of nearly 8000 people. When it is 
considered that the tabernacle and 
the great Organ were all bullt out 
of materials at hand in Utah, the 
immensity of the undertaking in 


those days t¢ more readily appar- 
ent. Ali told, 1,500,000 feet of 
timber was used in the roof and 


floor, while great quantities of 
gtone were used in the walls. No 
halle were used in the roof, cow- 
hide and wooden pegs being em- 
loyed to fasten the roof timbers. 
ut moet interesting of all is the 
fac: that the logs from which the 


organ ips were made were 
haglied 800 miles by oxen from 
Southern Utah.

Man Catches 
Bass in Desert 


Few people can claim the distine- 
tion ©f having driven their motor 
car to an arid dedert region and 
actually caught fish there, but that 
is what John Aanson Ford did last 
week near the desert town of Ade- 
lanto.

“Ton-Miles”’ 
| Scoring Rule 
Explained 


A clarifying explanation is here 
given for the benefit of motor fans 
who may have been confused by the 
term “ton-miles” in the scoring 
system used for the annual A.A.A. 
stock-car economy fun from Los 
Angeles to Camp Curry, Yosemite,

“Every automotive 
says ape, “has to have some 
equalizing basis to insure fair com- 
petition. In speed events it is a 
certain maximum limit of cubic- 
inch piston displacement, of course. 
But in the economy run where the 
entries are strictly stock and mo- 
tors of every size and cars of such 
varied weights are competing, there 
has to be a different basis alto- 
gether. 

“Naturally the lighter car would 
always have the advantage if scores 
were determined entirely on 
amount of gasotine consumed. So. 
to offset this advantage, economy is 
figured in proportion to car weight, 
or in ton-miles per gallon of gaso- 
line. This is arrived at by nulti- 
plying the weight of each entry in 
tons, by the number of miles driv- 
en, and dividing the product by the 
number of gallons of gasoline con- 
sumed. 

“Winners in each price class are 

determined by ton-mile gas scores 
entirely. Award of sweepstakes 
and closed-car championship’ how- 
ever, takes into consideration oll 
and water economy also—ten 
points being subtracted from the 
ton-mile score for each pint of oi) 
consumed and two points for each 
pint of water consumed. The lat- 
ter point is also a very good indi- 
cation of reliability as well as 
economy, for the car that oper- 
ates most smoothly heats less and 
is bound to use less water, general- 
ly speaking.”

VARIOUS CONTROL METHODS

satisfactory in the tests which have been 
carried on so far. Soap and nicotine have

other controls may be able to use this agent 
effectively. There are a number of calcium 
cyanide products on the market, including 
a dust and a granular form. “A” dust con- 
tains 40 to 50 per cent calcium cyanide, and 
“B” dust fs 50 per cent “A” dust and 50 per 
cent talc. For pea aphis control, “A” dust 
is recommended, as it is more concentrated. 
The granular form of the agent is rather 
coarse, about like ground coffee in texture. 
DUST OR GRANULES 
In comparing the dust with the granules, 
experiments have shown that the former 
can be applied more rapidly, especially if 
a power duster is used. Dusting is best 
done when a canvas and chain drag behind 
the duster close to the ground. Dusting 
kills aphis more quickly. On the other 
hand, the strength of the dust is dissipated 
more rapidly and is more affected by wind. 
For dusting the best results come when 
there is no wind. 
With the granules, four or five hours are 
required for the liberation of most of the

ladybird beetle and lacewing. If these nat- 
ural enemies are absent, or present only in 
limited numbers, severe infestations may be 
expected, especially in cool weather. The 
coming of warm weather is favorable to 
the development of ladybird beetles and 
syrphid flies. Fortunately, when these nat- 
ural foes get started they clean up the 
aphis rapidly. The trouble is that the nat- 
ural enemies always get off to a slow start. 
They have to have plenty of aphis for their 
development, so aphis comes first and gets 
going early before its foes can multiply. 
The ladybird beetle “comes from behind” 
in great style, but sometimes a good deal 
of damage is done before it catches up 
with its dinner. - 


Naturally, the problem of aphis control 
in alfalfa calls for low cost and an effec- 
tive kill. Controls in old and in newly seed- 
ed fields seem to involve differen® types of 
treatment. in the old fields it has been 
found that delayed, late spring treatments, 
whether with oil burners or by spraying, 
are less likely to result in reinfestation of 
the field. Burning has been tried to good 
advantage, and it is believed that it serves 


young plants are not over an inch high, 
with from two to six leaves, burning has 
a detrimental effect. For new fields a 
safer method is needed. 


The control of aphis on alfalfa which has 
just sprouted presents a special problem, 
and the authorities have deemed it of suf- 
ficient importance to study and experiment 
on it to a considerable extent.

by the San Diego County Silk Corporation, 
promoted by residents of Escondido and by 
Gienn D. Hurst, who is to furnish the tech- 
nical knowledge for the concern.

The trees planted in the newest trial of 
the industry will be irrigated by the over- 
head system so as to hasten growth.

Severe infestations under the peculiar 
conditions of the past two winters resulted 
in considerable damage to the first cuttings 
of alfalfa. Burning with oil, spraying. dust- 
ing, biological control, cultivation, irriga- 
tion and grazing have all been considered 
in this battle with aphis. The Agricultural 
Extension Service, co-operating with the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
Bureau of Entomology, the engineering di- 
vision of the College of Agriculture and the 
county horticultural commissioner’s office, 
has experimented with all of these and de- 
veloped considerable data.

Van Nuys Man Grows 
“Cukes” Under Glass 


VAN NUYS.—A new .business has been 
introduced into the Van Nuys district by 
W. A. Shaffer, of Roscoe street and Pey- 
ton avenue, who is profitably raising cu- 
cumbers under glass. Los Angeles mar- 
kets are taking all the cucumbers he can 
grow and he has also made one shipment 
to San Francisco. TWis cucumber plant is 
one of six in Southern California. 

Although Mr. Shaffer's plants are not 
yet producing to their highest capacity, he 
states he is getting between thirty-five and 
forty dozen every two ddys. They are 
graded as to shape and quality and packed 
two dozen to a box ready for shipping. At 
present he has 520 bearing plants excluse- 
ive of those he is reserving for seed. 

In growing hot-house cucumbers, Mr. Shaf- 
fer says two crops a year can be obtained. 
His first-crop under glass was planted the 
latter part of September last year and the 
first cucumbers were ready for shipment 
by November i, last. This crop ran for 
about eight weeks and was relatively 
heavy. The present crop was planted on 
New Year’s Day and the first picking was 
made on February 10. The vines are still 
blossoming and apparently have not yet 
reached full production. [If the coming 
open-field crop of cucumbers is short this 
year, Mr. Shaffer intends to experiment on 
a third, midsummer crop under glass. 

The house and heating equipment was in- 
stalled at a cost of about $5000. The house 
is 36x100 feet in dimension, seven feet high 
at the eaves and 14 feet_at the gables. k 
has an overhead sprinkling system and 
ventilating panels in the roof controlled by 
one mechanism on each side of the bulild- 
ing. Heating is done by steam pipes run- 
ning on each side of the structure. This 
unit is designed to heat a house three 
times the size of the present one and burns 
about 1000 gallons of distillate a month. 

A system of sterilizing pipes has been 
installed under the soil to keep the roots 
in healthy condition. The temperature of 
the house is kept at 65 to 70 degrees during 
the day and around 80 degrees at night. 
The plants are watered every day during 
warm weather and every other day during 
cool or cloudy weather, keeping the ground 
full of moisture, but not muddy. Mr. Shaf- 
fer has found that the best fertiliser 
eomes from the valley chicken houses.

All this ig good, "Twas the greatest 
blessing southern agriculture has enjoyed 
for years, but there is a hole in the dough- 
nut. The south must recognize it. What 
of the erosion and the appalling waste of 
flood water? Individually, land owners 
have learned lessons at home. Low spots 
need protection, terraces must be reinforced 
with plants to hold the soil, and a dozen 
other weak spots bolstered up. Cover 
crops on lands susceptible to moods may 
often be maintained until flood danger is 
past. Our alluvial soile melt before the 
torrents like so much salt. 

Most vital of all are watershed protection 
and flood control. Great was the deluge, 
but too great was the loss. Not a drop 
should have been lost, not a river should 
have reached flood stage. The preciousness 
of climate is nothing compared to the value 
of water. There is every indication that 
the lesson will be driven home to cities and 
farms alike. Flood waters checked be- 
come wealth overnight, and if this realiza- 
tion, sharpened by the recent storm, will 
serve to speed the good work now under 
way and crystallize public sentiment to 
a 100 per cent degree the goal of complete 
protection and conservation will soon be 
attained. 

Burned-of mountain slopes cost the loss 
of millions of dollars ot potential wealth, 
plus property destruction, and even lives. 
In the interests of public welfare and pros- 
perity the south, and particularly Los An- 
geles county, must surely realize that the 
silver lining is but a part of the storm 
cloud, that the black must be’ reckoned 
with.

Winter Crop 


LEMOORE.—The canning of the 1926 
crop of spinach in Kings county has been 
concluded, with satisfactory results to the 
growers and the Kings County Packing 
Company, which packs nearly all of that 
vegetable produced in the county. During 
the season this company employs between 
160 and 200 persons. paw A —— tons 
were packed, the price per rang- 
ing from $15 to $17.50. The average yield 
is about five tons per acre, and as the cost 


of production is low, growers state they are 


well pleased with the returns, especially as 


spinach is a winter grown crop, coming in 


between other products. 


The first spinach was packed in this coun 


ty five years ago and since then it has be 


come one of the most successful of the 
smaller crops grown here. The bulk of the 
crop is grown: in the Island district, north 
of this city, and the soil there seems to be 


peculiarly adapted to it. 


For canning, the spinach is cut just below 
the greund and is shipped to the cannery 
in crates. A crew of women removes all 
yellowed and defective leaves and then the 
vegetable is conveyed to another crew 
which sorts it again. A hot shower bath 


and hot steam are applied. It is then put 


into cans and is treated with a brine solu 
tion, after which the filled cans are put into 


cookers and remain for a stipulated time 


at a temperature of 252 degrees.

might become profitable.” To which Mr. 
Hurst, of the Escondido venture, replies 
that his methods will overcome all the ob- 
structions set forth by the university man. 

The history of the silk industry is repicete 
with romance. It originated in China, and 

is mentioned as far back as 2700 B.C. Un- 
til 630 A. D. sericulture was China's nativo- 
al secret, but that year two Christian 
monks smuggled eggs out of China and took 
them to Constantinople from where the in- 
dustry spread into Southern Europe and 
the British Isles. It became a great indus 
try in England in the 12th century. 

In 1669, King James ordered the mul 
berry planted in the English colonies of 
America. He enforced his orders with fines 
and encouraged planting by offering pre- 
miums. 

In 1734, the “South Sea Bubble” enlisted 
much English capital with which Ogle 
thorpe planted mulberry trees in Georgia. 
But slavery and tobacco and cotton ruined 
the plans of King James. 

There was a revival of interest in the ear- 
ly part of the 19th century. Sericulture be 
came a frenzy that spread over our South- 
ern States. So wild did the people become 
on the question that single mulberry slips, 
from 10 to 12 inches long, sold at a dollar 
apiece. This frenzy, however, was short 
lived. 

The first silk mill in the United States 
was built in 1810 at Mansfield, Connecticut. 
Now, there are nearly a thousand in the 
country. One has been recently established 
at Long Beach. Practically all raw silk im- 
ported for these mills comes from China 
and Japan. 

To encourage sericulture in the United 
States, at one time, the government paid 
a bounty of 15 cents a pound for cocoons, 
and a dollar on every pound of reeled silk. 
As a result of the bounty small quantities of 
silk were produced in everyone of the 
States of the South. The industry, however, 
was disrupted by the Civil War and the re 
peal of the bounty. 

In 1880. the Silk-Culture Association of 
the Uni States was organized and incor- 
porated, and published an interesting vol- 
ume, from which many of the data in this 
article were secured. This society was sub 
eidized by the government through the Silk 
Bureau of the Department of Agriculture

But 
everywhere there are certain fundamentals 
that govern transplanting practices and «a 
thorough understanding of these should be 
mastered by anyone who wants success 
to attend his efforts in gardening. 


Early maturity means kitchen supplies of 
vegetables when prices are high, and to 
devotees of the spade and the hoe in re 
gions having a short growing season the 
time gained by starting plants under cover 
should not be overlooked. The home gar- 
den is usually limited to the back yard. 
When plants are started in hotbeds or cold 
frames much space is conserved; seedlings 
occupy only a smal) area and can be grown 
while the plant in which they are to be set 
is still producing. 

But perhaps the most important reason 
for transplanting and the one to which most 
consideration should be given by gardeners 
generally is the result on the plant itself. 
Transplanting means a better root devel- 
opment and an earlier maturity of edible 
parts of the plant. Some garden vegetables 
are readily transplanted by taking them 
from the soil root-whole; others must be 
started in pots and shifted.

Factors that determine success in trans 


planting vegetable plants in irrigated sec- 


= tions are many. First, and of great im- 


portance, is the initial preparation of the 
soil to receive the plants. No matter how 
plentiful the spring rains have been, the 
plot in which seedlings are to be set should 
be flooded, wetting the soil to a depth of 
at Jeast two feet, then it should be spaded 
and put in a state of fine tilth for the seed- 
ings. When this is done the plant, with 
the water given it at planting time, is as 
sured of a good supply to draw from for 
many days. The importance of this prac 
tice cannot be overestimated, especially 
when planting late, for it not only benefits 
the plant, but cuts down the amount of 
time spent in getting them started. 

When setting out such plants as toma- 
toes, eggplant and peppers in the home gar- 
den, the first step after the preparation of 
the soil is to lay off the rows with a string 
or marker, then by the use of a yardstick 
to measure off and designate with the mark 
the position of the plants in the rows. Unl- 
formity in planting is not amateurish: it is 
one of the objectives of a good gardener. 

When the rows are lined out and the 
planting places designated transplanting 
can be started. The hand is the best

start off with little trouble, although In the 
field they usually wilt down the first day, 
but come up smiling the next and soon 
get away on a strong growing schedule. In 
setting out these plants the method out- 
lined above can be used, or a furrow drawn 
the desired distances apart, and the plants 
set in one side, so that the roots are about 
even with the bottom. This is done by 
pulling a handful of soil out from the side 
of the furrow, setting in the plant and re 
placing the soll, pressing it down firmly 
around the roots. After a row of plants 
is set, water can be run down this furrow, 
furnishing moisture to the roots. Later 
this furrow is worked in, usually after some 
fertilizer has been scattered along in the 
bottom, and another furrow drawn equi- 
distant between rows for subsequent irri- 
gation. This latter should be a wide, shal- 
low furrow. 


When setting out lettuce, celery, beets 
chard, double rows should be 
made up, such as were described in a re- 
cent article in Farm and Orchard.

through the rows for nine days, so the hills 
may be subirrigated without a crust form- 
ing over the seeds. Cultivation follows, 
but no more water is provided until the 
blossoms appear, when water is run again. 
Light irrigations are given for several days 
before the first picking. as Mr. Cox believes 
this helps size up and ripen the melons. 
No more cultivating can be done, as the 
vines have spread by this time and serve to 
hold moisture in the soil, but irrigations 
follow each picking period. 

Mr. Cox says that a watermelon is %5 
per cent water, so that sufficient irrigation 
helps crop tonnage, and the correct method 
of applying water is the secret of good 
melon crops. Improperly timed irrigation, 
he states, produces a second growth. 

During the past two years Mr. Cox states 
that he has averaged thirty-two tons of 
melons to the acre, and that they have 
made him a net profit of $300 an acre. The 
same land is in watermelons again. this 


season, and the prospect is for a crop even’ 


larger than he secured in either of the two 
preceding years.

nities. 

About 1870, water was first brought from 
the San Gabriel River in dirt ditches for ir- 
rigating purposes. As the country devel- 
oped and the demand for domestic and irri- 
gating water increased the ditches were 
lengthened and a zanjere was employed to 
apportion the water. In 1886, the present 
irrigation company was incorporated and in 
1894 bonds were voted to replace the open 
ditches with a concrete pipeline system. 

Seasons of scant rainfall and the increase 
of the citrus industry made it apparent that 
the gravity water from the San Gabriel 
River, which was divided with other irrigat- 
ing companies in Duarte and Covina, was 
insufficient and in 1907 a well was drilled 
on San Bernardino Road on the E. R. Coff- 
man property in the southern part of the 
district.

This was in 1920, Mr. Johnson intended to 
retire and enjoy the fruits of his labor, but, 
of course, the money must not lie idle in 
the bank, so he invested it in cotton, not 
as a grower, but in financing others who 
were growing it. Then came the big slump 
in cotton and Mr. Johnson's $20,000 slumped 
with it. 

“I was flat broke.” says Mr. Johnson. “I 
asked my wife what she thought we'd bet- 
ter do. ‘Do? What is there left for us to do 
but to go to work? We are both young and 
can soon make another fortune,’ she said. 
As I was 62 and my wife right on the half. 
century mark, the prospect did not look en- 
couraging. However, I was buoyed up by 
her optimism. 

“My credit always had been good and ! 
went to the bank and asked for $1600 on 
my note. I got the money and made the 
first payment on a piece of land and put it 
into alfalfa, a crop that is a sure winner 
in Imperial Valley. From the proceeds of 
the crop I paid off the loan, paid off the 
balance due on the land in one, two, three 
order. Renting to dairymen and occasion- 
ally a small tract to lettuce growers turned 


the trick. Then I bought another small 
ranch, which I seeded to alfalfa. it is 
rented, bringing a good revenue. 


“I now have two ranches, one of 16 1-2 
acres near town, the other ninety-four acres. 
eleven miles northeast of El Centro. These 
are both rented for $37.50 per acre, bring 
in am annual revenue of $3500, and mother 
and I are ‘sitting pretty.’ We liave been of- 
fered $400 cash per aere for the smaller 
raneh, but have not accepted it. 

“I don’t ascribe my success to any one 
particular thing, but to a combination of 
factors. I selected the best soft soil |! 
could find. I grew alfalfa» which produced 
seven tons per acre per year, one ton to 
the cutting. I did not try speculative crops. 
I went out of the money loaning business 
~I leave that to the bankers, who know 
something about it. We kept a cow for 
milk and butter, raised chickens and had a

The decomposed gran- 
ite roads were somewhat difficult to navi- 
gate during the early part of the storm, but 
as usual, packed into a good hard condition 
after the second day and no further trouble 
has been experienced. Wheat on the Mc 
Cormac place is in heavy head with a fine 
stand, and in general the barley hay cond? 
tion is the best for a long time. 

Water has been the limiting factor in the 
expansion of the local citrus area, but now 
that a sufficient gravity supply is assured 
for the district, the acreage is expected to 
develop rapidly. Since the formation of the 
irrigation district, lands have increased in 
price, but they are still lower than in many 
other proven sections. Avocados are doing 
well in the Fallbrook area, according to 
reports.

Although alfalfa hay has been grown 
here successfully for the past forty years, 
it was only recently that any of the crop 
was allowed 1» go to seed. This region pro- 
duces three crops of hay during the grow- 
ing season. To produce seed and ripen it 
before the frost comes, the first crop of 
hay is cut errly in June; after that the 
stubble is ‘rrigated and the second crop 
produces the seed. While it is growing, 
very little water is given to it. 


The purple bloom gives place to green 
curled seed pods, and they turn brown and 
hang heavy on the alfalfa plant. The 
cutting is done with a special mower which 
has a floor to catch the seed as it falls. 
The grain threshers adjust their machines 
with special parts for the threshing, the 
seed being run directly into tight canvas 
bags.

“Fletcher called on Prof. Atwater, the 
great food authority, and tried to interest 
him in his methods of eating, but the good 
professor turned him down cold. However, 
in Venice, Italy, he interested Dr. Van 
Someren, who was sick and discouraged 
over what medicine was doing for him.

The medieval street served not only as a 
passage but as a gutter, sewer and garbage 
disposal plant combined. It was no wonder 
that walking was not considered dignified 
and that even the floors inside the houses 
had no good reputation. | 

The furniture had largely a mission of 
cleanliness and everything was raised as 
high off the floor as possible. it is charac 
teristic that the Japanese, who solved a less 
acute floor problem by the use of two sets 
of shoes, never developed furniture in our 
sense. 

A physical and mental tendency ‘back to 
earth’ is making itself felt strongly in this 
century. We are again able to «sit on the 
floor without physical, and especially, with- 
out social discomfort. 

The furniture »s growing lower and lower. 
A modern table should hardly be more than 
two feet and two inches high, and a modern 
seat measures lens than sixteen inches. 

Our bodily positions, too, are losing their 
stiff, representational lines. It has ceased 
to be a sign of politeness to assume the 
most uncomfortable position possible in 
front of our friends. Instead of impressing 
each other with a series of conventional pos- 
tures and manners, certifying good ances 
tors and upholding our social prestige, we 
are trying to relax together, as the only way 
of" getting real haman contact. 

The abandoning of the use of the corset, 
physically and mentaliy, forces a similar de- 
velopment of the furniture. 

The difference between a stiff medieval 
chair throne and @ good, really modern, up 
holstered club c»air is a difference between 
two worlds of thinking and motioning. 

And this is the reason why the busy at- 
tempts of our antique dealers, the copying 
manias of our furniture manufacturers, and 
the “true to style” concoctions of our in 
terior decorators are so ridiculous. 

Another development of equal importance 
is the one “away from pattern.” The deco 
rative forms and colors on the textiles and 
walls of our ancestors had a definite mean- 
ing and the significance of writing. With 
the use of the letier-alphabet, we have lost 
all understandin; for this type of commu- 
nication, and the modern pattern is usually 
an incoherent play with senseless forms. 

Our highly developed technic is enabling 
us to produce materials of such variety of 
color and texture that the pattern is entirely 


wnnecessary to give interest. 


A plain, well colored, modern floor cover- 
ing is highly preferable to any oriental or 
other patterned rug. Even a simple border 
will have the baa tendency to restrict the 
apparent s:ze of the room. 

Especially the wall paper must lose all 
its “decorative” attempts to compete with 
Vegetable markets.' It should, as a matter 
of course, be the quietest, most neutral note 
in the room. We must lose our prejudice

that any kind of scrawl, laboriously applied 
to a surface, enhances its value. On the 
contrary, an interesting plainness is the 
most dificult and most precious thing to 
achieve. 

If a design or picture is good enough, 4 
whole room should be devoted to it. Repeti- 
tion or grouping with similar bad ones will 
not improve its quality. 

Vases belong im the closet unless some 
branch is in need of water and support. 

Curtains are a convenient means to regu 
late and vary the light entering through our 
windows, and not useless rags fastened and 
draped for the sake of decoration. 

It must be the basic principle of all in- 
terior decoration that nothing which is per- 
manent in appearance should be chosen for 
its individual charm or sentimental associa 
tions, but only for its possible contribution 
to the room conceived as an organic entity, 
and a background for human activity. 

Rooms furnished according to historical 
styles belong in museums or on the stage. 
Our modern way of living is developed and 
characteristic enough, and has the power to 
‘create its own style.

The cough was of a bronchial nature until 
today, when it developed into the whooping 
cough. 

- Deo you know anything concerning the 
chiorine laboratories in this city? They 
claim to cure whooping cough through chlo 
rine gas. Would it be injurious to a child of 
five and a half? 

A READER. 

Some time ago I wrote quite extensively 
on the subject of whooping cough. This 
letter, however, brings up an entirely new 
aspect of this question, a phase of treatment 
that has received considerable publicity 
since the war. 

If any of you recall the methods of war- 
fare during the great conflict, you will know 
that both sides used deadly, poisonous, de 
structive gases whose sole intent was 
slaughter. What many of you perhaps do 
not know is that the principal ingredients 
of these war gases were a group of chemi- 
cals known as the halogens, namely, iodine, 
fluorine, bromine and chlorine. 

Chemistry has established that the halo- 
gen group, of which chlorine is the most 
easily manufactured, is decidedly destruc 
tive to life. How a deadly gas such as 
this will destroy life at one time and save 
life at another, only the advocates of this 
method can 

Chiorine is a poison. If mothers would 
reason that substances strong enough to kill 
resistant bacteris are also sufficiently viru- 
lent to at least injure human cells, they 
would not resort to such devices. , 

The only gas the’ heaman body was in- 
tended to absorb is oxygen as contained in 
air—no other. The lungs are built to inhale 
air. They are not made to inhale chlorine 
or any other funes.

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A Historic Death Scene --- John Quincy Adams 


When Death Stalked Into Congress to End 
fers A Notable Career of Service 


By Hon. Lewis R. Works 


) EN we contemplate the career of John 
Quincy Adams we usually think of him 
merely as one of the Presidents of the 
United States, and as the sixth of that line, 
if we happen to 1emember his place in the 
list of our Chief Magistrates. We some 
times belittle him, too, by considering him 
as but the son of his father, John Adama, 
the second Pregident, when the truth is that 
the son was a greater man than the father, 
although like the father, perhaps even more 
than the father, the son was afflicted with 
an irascibie and vnbending disposition which 
prevented many of his contemporaries from 
appreciating hig real greatness. 

What things do we forget about John 
Quincy Adams, unless our memories are 
stimulated to activity? We forget that next 
te Alexander Hamilton he possessed prob- 
ably the most precocious intellect that ever 
ornamented American public life. We for- 
get that his talenis were so pronounved that 
from early youth to the advanced age of 
eighty years, not merely during his term as 
President, he was called upon to render to 
his country an almost continuous succession 
of distinguished service. In fact, we forget 
that the Presidency did not crown his life, 
but was only one of the events with which it 
was crowded. Lastly, we forget the unusual 
circumstances which surrounded the death 
of this patriot, for so we must term him if 
we are willing to concede, as we should, that 
true patriotism may be exhibited in a life 
consecrated to civil pursuits, as well as by 
meritorioug service on the field of battle. 


It may be said of John Quincy Adams, 
more than of any other public man of our

John Quincy Adams was born July 11, 1767.

The boy was placed in a school pear 
where he exhibited the brilllancy of 
mind by the speedy acquisition of a pro 
ficiency in the French language. After an 
absence of eightcen months father and son 
returned to the United States, but in 1780 
they were again in Europe, the elder Adams 
in the service of his country, while the boy 
was at school, first for a brief period in 
Paris, then at Amsterdam for a few months 
and after that at the University of Leyden. 
He did not remain at the university long, 
for when he was but fourteen years of age, 
Francis Dana was appointed as Minister to 
Russia and young Adams accompanied him 
to St. Petersburg as his private secretary. 
The Court of Ruseia refused to receive an 
American minister, however, and after a 
brief period the boy went on a six months’ 
tour through Sweden, Denmark, Germany 
and France. 


In 1782, when he was about fifteen, the 
British and American commissioners, of 
which later his father was one, were en- 
gaged in framing the treaty which put an 
official end to the Revolution, and young 
John Quincy was put to work as a secretary 
to the American commissioners. It is said 
that he actually alded in drafting the papers 
which finally brought peace to the two coun- 
tries. He remained in Burope until 1786, 
his father being employed there in the in- 
terim in the diplomatic service of the United 
States. Young Adams during this period as 
sociated with the most eminent statesmen 
of Europe and impressed everyone witb his 
superior mental attainments. . Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who was then Minister to France, 
wrote of him to Elbridge Gerry: “I con- 
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surpassing ability, so much so that he may 
justiy be viewed as one of the greatest of 
our Secretaries of State.

Tonsils Again 

Dear Dr. Lovell: 

Ever since I came to California last fall, 
I have been reading your column in The 
Times and I have received many~ helpful 
suggestions. 

I am greatly troubled over my children’s 
tonsils as well as my own. Mine have been 
bad for years and drain constantly. 

I have three children, the oldest a bey of 
five years, a girl of three years, and a baby 
boy one and one-half years old. Their ton- 
sils are ver} much enlarged and the great 
part of the time show white patches. The 
three-year-old girl is very peevish and cries 
a great deal and when I press her tonsils 
there seems to be pus coming from the 
many little holes in the tonsil. 

They are not actually sick, but they are 
not well either. 

I do not believe im the knife although 
several physicians in Chicago told me that 
I must have the tonsils removed before the 
children would show any improvement. 

Will you kindly advise me what course to 
take? [If a diet will correct this matter, 
will you please tell me what to feed them? 

I am becoming very much worried, as I 
just received a letter today in which I am 
informed that a friend's little four-year-old 
child has meningitis which the specialist 
tells them was caused by her bad tonsils. 
I shall be very grateful for your advice.

The spark feebly fluttered until February 
234, two days after he was stricken, when he 
died under the broad roof which had so long 
covered the scene of his labors. 


The deceased statesman was accorded all 
the honors justly due one such as he had 
been and had died as he did. The President 
issued a proclamation fixing a period of 
mourning end directing the cessation of pub- 
lic business for two days. . As an introduc 
tion to this order he said: “It has pleased 
Divine Providence to call hence a great and 
patriotic citizen. John Quincy Adame is no 
more. At the advanced age of more than 
fourscore years, he was suddenly stricken 
from his seat in the House of Representa- 
tives by the hand of disease on the 2ist, and 
expired in the Capitol a few minutes after 
seven o’clcok on the evening of the 23d of 
February, 1848. He had for more than half 
a century filled the most important public 
stations, and among them that of President 
of the United States.. The two Houses of 
Congress, of one of which he was a vener 
able and most distinguished member, will
